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acconnt of its origin, nature, and effefts. In the 
fulfilling of this taſk, I experience advantages ſupe- 
rior to the generality of my competitors, the pro- 
prietors of public medicines; in general they are 
the offspring of obſcure and incidental diſcovery; 
Gowland's Lotion was the reſult of ſcientific in- 
vention on proſeſſional principles. 

Mr. JOHN GOWLAND, the inventor, whoſe 
name it bears, towards the middle of the preſent 
century, was appointed to a medical ſituation, firlt 
in the houſhold of his Royal Highneſs FRED TRIC 
late Prince of Wales, and afterwards to that of his

circumſtance unparalleled in the annals of public 
medicines. The reaſons for relinquiſhing this mode 
of circulating us powers, {independent of is being 
a channel unequal to its diſtribuuon among all 
ranks of mankind, even in this kingdom, during 
perhaps the lives of the propnetors or their genera- 
tons have been already glanced at, and will be 
treated on more fully hereafter; un conciliation 
to the opinions of thoſe who eſteem the mecum 
of a newſpaper or pamphlet as derogatory to me- 
dical truth and refpettabiluy ; thus, as one of the 
objzettions exiſting againſt Gowland's Lotion in 
common with public medicines in general, might

The prejudices alluded to have exiſted in an idea 
tat all external dilealcs of an erupave or ulcerated 
nature, have their fource in ſome fault of the blow 
and juices, under the vague, un lefined. and proſti- 
tuted appellation of Inumairs; and on this x principle 
they have attempted to deitroy them by inert or 
danger. 1 remedies, Or to CYacuate Jem by V1O- 
lent oncs, It is conſolatory. to the feelings of the 
ſubiects of theſe difeates to Know that a different 
opimon, among the m meniltzncd modem now 
preva!!s. Tie 
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The immortal Dr. Cui LEN of Edinburgh, who 
lands at the head of medical opinions, in his claſli- 
fication of diſeaſes, pronounces all of this kind to 


be local afeclions only, i. e. exiſting merely in a 


part, unconnetied with any morbid ſtate of the 
fluids. In this opinion the moſt reputed and inge- 
nious modern phyſicians and phyfiologiſts agree, 
and they accordingly apply, without fear or heſita- 
tion, articles the moſt aſtringent and repulſive, as 
Sugar of Lead, Allum, Vital, &c, Indeed we 
might as well object to the curing an inflammation 
of the eye by a lotion, or the fling of a waſp by 
external applications, as an eruption of the face by 
lumilar means. 


It is not with a preſumption to medical infor- 
mation, or a thorough knowledge of the animal 


cconomy, that the proprietors bring forth thelc 


opinions: No; it is that competent comparative 
knowledge on this point is their duty, their pro- 
vince; and this knowledge is juſt as attainable by 
the divine, the philoſopher, the man of literature, 
or the man of common ſenſc, 25 by the phy ſician. 


To return to the particular point. Were
